They Have Replaced Cannibalistic 
Parties in Papua. 


Though cannibalism used to be 
practised to a great extent in Papua 
it has now given place to pig feasts, 
which are extremely popular. 

“The preparation for these 
feasts,’’ says the Wide World Ma- 
gazine, ‘‘often takes place days be- 
forehand, for they are nothing if not 
movable. The feast is announced for 
a certain day, but at the appointed 
time all the necessary pigs may not 
have been brought in, or some ex- 
pected visitors may not have arriv- 
ed, or a pig already present may 
have struggled free from its bonds 
and have to, be hunted for a day or 
two. But no one ever seems to mind 
the delay. With well bred calmness 
they wait until everything is ready 
and then the feast begins. 

“On one such occasion there were 
nearly a thousand people present, 
and fifty pigs, 2,000 cocoanuts and 


huge piles of taro were distributed. 


The feast givers got nothing; that 
is a universal custom. The recipi- 
ents likewise neither cooked nor 
ate a morsel until they got home, 
for it is considered good form in 
Papua to eat nothing, but to carry 
away everything, thus practically 
reversing our notions of hospitality.

‘AN AERIAL TORPEDO. 


Patent Applied For by a German 
Inventor. 


A patent has been applied for at 
the German Patent Office for an} 
“aerial torpedo,’’ which is being 
built at Krupp works. The torpedo | 
consists of a hollow body, contain- 
ing a thin cylindrical reservoir 
one end of which is attached to 
the point of the projectile, and the} 
other end to a thin plate screwed 
into the hollow body. : 

This reservoir is filled with liquid 
oxygen, and also contains an explo- 
sive charge fitted into a cylindrical 
tube. In the point of the torpedo 
a hole is bored, widening towards 
its front end, and a pill of platinum 
sponge is inserted in the hole. The 
platinum is ignited by the escape 
of hydrogen, when the point of the 
torpedo has pierced the covering | 
or envelope of a baloon or airship 
and in its turn sets fire to the ex- 
plosive charge. 

All projectiles for use against bal- 
loons manufactured up to the pre- 
sent have simply pierced the balloon | 
covering without exploding its gas |

| Westminster “Clock : Tower Is the 
Finest Jail In’.England. 
| 


BUT IT IS ALWAYS EMPTY. 


The Tower Is the British Parliament’s 
House of Detention, and Charles 
Bradlaugh Was Its Last Occupant. 
The Old Prison In Former Days. 


If the average sentenced criminal 
were allowed to select his place of 
/ confinement his choice would prob- 
ably fall on the Clock Tower prison 
at Westminster, as that is the very 
finest prison in Great Britain and is 
able to supply comforts and luxuries 
quite unknown to the ordinary Bill 
Sikes. 

But the law decides that members 
of parliament only may be confined 
; in that jail, although rank outsiders 
could be committed to the Clock ‘Tow- 
er for certain offenses against the 
rules and regulations of parliament. 

The Clock Tower prison, as it ex- 
ists today, was erected in connection 
with the house occupied by 
geant at arms. 
plete charge of any member com- 
mitted to the Clock Tower, and a 
member cannot easily make his es- 
cape, because, in order to do so, he 
must pass through the house of the 
sergeant, 

Very few members of parliament 
are committed to the Clock Tower in 
these days. We have to go back many 
years to find a precedent, Mr, Charles 


oecupy the cells at the Clock Tower, 
! and he did not occupy them long. ITe 
was handed over to the custody of the 
sergeant at arms on June 23, 1880, 
committed to the Tower and released 
next day. ' 
| There are two sets of cells in the 
Clock Tower, an upper and a lower, 
but both suits of cells are much the 
same. In each there ts a sitting room 
of very ample proportions, well car- 
| peted and furnished and replete with 
most of the things which go toward 
making one comfortable. 

In each suit there are two bedrooms 
—one for the use of the imprisoned 
M. P., the other for the convenience 
of the jailer, who must always be ,on 
the spot in order to see that the 
legislator makes no attempt to escape. 

Any member of parliament sent to 
the Clock Tower by order of the 
speaker would be required to pay for 
his own food, and if he did not do 
so he could be sued in court. Any 
legislator incarcerated in the Clock 
Tower would be allowed to rise in 
the morning just when he pleased, and 
he could retire to bed when the spirit 
moved him. He could read to his 
| heart's content and smoke as much 
as he liked, there being no restrictions 
over such matters; his whole punish- 
ment would lie in being prevented 
from joining his fellows and mixing 
with them.

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SNOW 40 FEET DEEP. 


Took 600 Soldiers to Clear the Way 
in English Blizzard. 


The mogul engines ‘which were 
stalled in the recent blizzard out 
West do not appear to’ be worthy 
successors of a certain Hercules 
engine which cut a noble figure in 
the English blizzard of 1836. 

To appreciate the role played by 
the Hercules some idea must be 
given of the effect of the storm on 
other methods of travel. ‘Rourteen 
mail coaches were abandonéd on as 
many roads. Another was dug out 
of drifts five times between Exeter 
and London. 
_ Another was buried so deep that 
it took 300 men, principally sappers 
and miners, several hours to make 
@ passage to the coach and rescue 
the mails and passengers, while 
near Chatham the snow lay to a 
depth of 30 or 40 feet, the military 
being turned out to the number of 
600 to clear the way. 

In London the drifts were ten 
feet deep and hundreds of men and 
carts were employed hauling snow
